While I cannot be verbatim without a 
transcript the serge of your response was that Lane and I had reached a rA published 
conclusions about who cfckjaitted th«. two assassinations. 

With rogaru to Lane this i true. has blamed a wide variety, all of vkoni he 
claims are the assassins. his incites both the CIa and the FBI. With regard to z** it 
is false. I have neither published nor stated any belief about who the assassins were 
and I do not claim to know. In fact, 1 tall you I do not know. 

While it ia right arid proper tp avoid prejudge aunts, how about your own? From the 
multitudinous connittee leaka to its so-called report to your atater^nt on this shou that 
James Karl Ray was the killer of Dr. King and going back to your po rooml association 
with A.J.’ieberaan you have prejudged. Ion personally and your co-ami ttoo have thus rn^de 
the Stiioo mistake of all prior official investigations of any nature. Row you add to this 
by falooly attributing this error to xc. 

It also is not true that you have had no association with Lane. It has been reported 
to mo that hie literature is given out in your office and I know you "stumbled" in 
repeating so we of hie propaganda as fact. In thi3 the cosrdttee aucc?<ded in vhat I would 
onoe have considered impossible, defaming the i-emphis police. ( "Stumbled" is t.h description 
of Ma Pat Orr.) In fact the committee owes its life to Lane’s propaganda, presented to 
the Congress as fact, in turn ho ban conworcialized this in a deal reported in six figures. 

You oIbo clniiu your com.it tee has investigated at least oi^areas never be loro in- 
vestigated. If this is true and if these are inve □ ti gat i onn that should f be conducted it 
would be gratifying to Be. iiowuver, based particularly on tho committee's public record, 

I doubt tliio. I therefore ask what these provioaBly-uninvestigated oru&s are. As 1 see it 
you not only do not know what has been investigated, you have even failed to try to find 
out. Here I mean both you raid your staff and your eomsiittee. lou have not oven obtained 
my books to learn wh«jt ^ hove published of my own investigations, ^either you nor your 
committee. Hot that it did not obtain an y . Soon after Xi r. Kvans obtained coplea of Frano-Up . 
by book on the Si ng assassination, some cf its content appeared in a Jack Anderson column 
as the original' work of your committee, -und out of context to boot. And in all the years 
of your supposed interest in tills subject you have never once asked me what I know or how 
I might be able to help you. 

I did begin by offering cooperation to the conurJLtte© and by landing it materials the 
source of which was iraarxiiately and deliberately iaisrepresented to the ooracittee Heobero. 

If you road the transcript of the first public session you held you will seo that tlu* 
i*enber3 were led to believe the records being discussed canc frora the kanphio prosecutor, 
he In fact had refused you anything without a subpoena and these records in fact are nine. 

In that same session tho Keatons were aisled in other ways. I am confident that if 1 had 
other transcripts I would be able to show you more of this. 

Although I have called for a Congressional investigation of the JFK assassination 
since concluding ay first book in 2/6 5 I cannot support o no that begins with the unliidden 
bias of yours, individually and coll ctively you began with conclusions.
